A subscriber asks what to do for 
mites and lice en chickens. I have 
had the best of success in killing 
mites by spraying the roosts and 
walls of the henhoues with crude 
oil occasionally, taking care Jto get 
oil well into aU cracks. Mites hide 
in the daytime in the cracks and 
come out at night to feast on the 
poultry. If their hiding places are 
oiled and the roosts along which 
they must travel are also oiled the 
little pests are killed. As for lice 
there Is nothing better than fluor­ 
ide of sodium sprinkled in the feath­ 
ers, especially in the neighborhood 
of the vent. These two remedies ap­ 
plied at intervals will keep any 
flock clean.

“to redeem the good name of Italy, discredited by bootleg­ 
gers, criminal and evil-doers.” 
No member of a Socialist, Communist or Syndicalist body 
is entitled to membership in the organization, which essential­ 
ly is opposed to the doctrines of Lenin and Trotzky, as wit­ 
nessed in the recent upheaval in Italy. There is believed to be 
some 2,000 potential members among Cleveland Italians, a 
large representation at Youngstown, and eight hundred or 
more in New York City. 
If the sole aim of the Facisti in America is to fight radi­ 
calism, its ideals are commendable. If, however, its aim is the 
promotion of the cause of Mussolini, the country should know 
it. It is to be hoped that the new order will make its influence 
felt for good among the many Italians in the United States, 
who are fast becoming a power in many section.—Ex.

The Ruhr situation remains unchanged except that the 
French and Belgians are'pushing their plans fon working the 
cial mines and other industries where the German workmen 
have gone on strike. The best informed writers say that it is 
just a matter of which of the two nations can stand up the 
longer. With a record of four years of evasion and dodging 
against Germany, it is not likely that the French will get out 
of the Ruhr or a mere promise of her antagonist to be good 
and play square. Germany expected to escape the conse­ 
quences of her crime b y -creating differences among the al­ 
lies. This happened to some extent but did not go far enough 
to give Germany the active support necessary to put her plan 
across. Perhaps the reparations assessed against Germany 
were too heavy for that nation to pay, but as she resisted the 
payment of anything at every turn, this has never been clearly 
demonsrated. The rest of the world is anxious for a settle­ 
ment of some kind so that the wheels of industry may keep 
moving, for when one nation suffers all feel the effects.
